as | assumed he was only in the 1862 directory. | now would like the name of the 
earliest directory in which George C. Howard appears and if that gives the same 
address and business as you provided for 1862. It now seems possible that K was 
his (old or retired) father and that George C. was trained by his father and used his 
father's initial as a matter of respect or his father might have had a foreign name 
(most of the mechanics having come from Germany) and so if that is true we cannot 
identify his father without a lot of work. | am delighted with your findings. | am sure 
that one more response from you will be adequate for the article | am writing.
